Spinal Column Fluid Tests 
Will Not Leave Backaches

Dear Dr. Molnert What la 
meant when a doctor mays 
•pinal tapn are "runalag a tittle 

aigk"? 

’ Can tbeae leave a peraoa with 
baekaehes for month* to come? 
What do bptaal tapn artnally re 
Veal to a doctor?—BJ A. 

A little fluid to taken (by 
means of a fine needle) fresn 
the spinal column. And no, 
spinal taps don’t leave a person 
with backaches for months, any 
mote than you are left with a 
permanent pair afteT a Httle 
blood has been drawn tor tests, 
Or you have had a vaccination 
or inoculation. 

Once the tap has been made, 
a microscopic cell count will 
tell whether Infection or bleed¬ 
ing exists in the brain, since this 
‘tptnal canal connects with the 
brain. In short, taps tests brain 
fluids without the necessity of 


gaining access to that organ 
itself. ■ 

In some cases, the color of the 
fluid is sufficient to show 
whether there has been bleed¬ 
ing. In others, special tests are 
used. 

Laboratory cultures of the 
fluid may yield germs, such as 
the tuberculosis organism, or 
those responsible for meningitis. 

Chemical tests will show 
whether the sugar or protein 
levels are higher than they 
should be. 

Pressure as the fluid is being j 
obtained gives a clue Involving 
its circulation. 

Serological tests reveal the 
presence of syphilis in the cen¬ 
tral nervous system. And so on. 

Thus when your doctor says 
"taps are running a little high.” 
his exact meaning depends on 
which of these or other tests he 
may be using.

Father Petry, an English¬ 
man and editor of The Catho¬ 
lic Standard in British Gui¬ 
ana, says that poltergeists 
pull all sorts of pranks, rip 
bedclothes, break glass, start 
small fires, but never seem to 
do any bodily harm.

FACE FACTS 

Generally, the activity goes 
on briefly and ends suddenly. 

As for spirits generally, 
Father Petry says: 

"We may have to face up 
to the fact that there are 
forces in this world that run 
counter to the sober conclu¬ 
sions of the scientists, that 
Just cannot be explained by 
natural means, and that must 
belong, to a way we do not 
comprehend, to toe mysteri¬ 
ous other world which one 
fine day we shall all of us in¬ 
herit.”

In my last column I described the 
modem dwarf apple and pear trees, 
created by grafting popular varieties 
on special dwarfing roota developed 
In England to restrict the growth of 
the tree, keeping It small throughout 
its life, and to cause It to come into 
bearing at a very early age. I want 
to emphasize again that these con¬ 
venient pocket-size trees are not 
special dwarf varieties; you can buy 
all your favorite varieties In dwarf 
form. Today I thought we might look 
over and compare some of the more 
popular varieties of apples. 


DELICIOUS — This is the apple 
with the characteristic bumps on the 
bottom and the kind that costs the 
most money when you buy them at 
the supermarket. Sweeter and less 
acid than most apples, it is one of 
the best of the eating kinds, but not 
very good for eating or, pies, and it 
tends to go rather dry and mealy In 
home storage. Not too easy to grow 
in our climate and the fruit doesn't 
get as big aa in the Okanagan. An 
Improved form la Harrold Red Deli¬ 
cious. 


CRIMES GOLDEN—This is s fine 
dessert apple, large and round. with_ 
a clear ; Allow skin spotted with rus¬ 
set. The flesh Is a pale yellow, crisp 
and moderately Juicy and With a mild 
sub-acid flavor. It has taken kindly 
to our climate, and it stores fairly 
well, until about January. 

★ * * 

COX ORANGE — Also known as 
Cox's Orange Pippin. Cox Ls a 
temperamental critter and completely 
unpredictable—It will do well in ons 
garden and fall miserably in another, 
and for no good reason at all.--II you 
have the room, though, it is well 
worth taking a chance on Cox, for 
if your gamble comes off. you’ll have 
smallish apples of a unique and wine¬ 
like flavor, unlike *ny of our ordi¬ 
nary varieties. It doesn’t store at all 
well and It Lm't a good cooker, but 
in England it is considered the finest 
eating apple of them all, and always 
commands a premium price In the 
market. 

These are only a few of many 
good varietiee. Generally speaking, I 
think It is best to plant a couple of 
the surefire kinds such as McIntosh. 
King, Wealthy and Close, plus at least 
one of the connoisseur’s temper* 
mental apples like Cox. Fameuse or 
Snow Apple, and Blenheim Orange, 
which may or may not take kindly to 
your garden.

KING—This is a very old variety, 
thoroughly at home in our climate 
and a reliable producer. The fruit* 
are large and handsome, striped red 
and yellow with yellowish flesh, 
excellent for cooking and better than 
fair for eating out of hand. 


McINTOSH—This is probably the 
moat widely grown of all Canadian 
apples. The fruit is of medium size, 
bright red in color but sometimes 
striped with yellow. The flesh ls of a 
snowy whiteness, firm and crisp and 
Juicy and with a distinctive, refresh 
ing flavor. It la a pretty good keeper, 
storing until February under good 
conditions, and it is almost foolproof 
in our climate, doing well under 
almost every soil condition except 
chronic waterlogging. There la also 
an Early Mclntoah whioh ripens its 
fruit around the third week In 
August, with similar fruit but with¬ 
out the good storing qualities of the 
regular Mclntoah. 


YELLOW TRANSPARENT -Pale 
yellow, greenish yellow or sometimes 
almost white fruit, with tender, Juicy 
flesh. This is the earliest of all our 
yellow apples, often ripening the first 
week In August.
